Through  Ohio 
the  Red  Clover  seed  crop  was  nearly  a  failure  as  it  did  not  fill  as  well  as  was  expected 
and  the  Sweet  Clover  crop  was  almost  as  poor — so  there  will  be  a  shortage  on  both 
Red  Clover  and  Sweet. 

We  would  urge  our  customers  to  place  their  orders  early  as  there  will  be  a  short¬ 
age  of  some  varieties  of  seeds.  We  wish  all  to  have  an  equal  chance  of  getting 
select  seed. 

Let  us  all  strive  to  make  this  the  best  year  of  all.

plants  two  and  one-half  feet  apart.  If  needed,  shade 
the  young  plants  to  protect  them  from  the  potato 
bug,  which  often  destroys  them.  Some  seasons  Egg 
Plants  will  fail  to  set  fruit,  no  matter  how  carefully 
they  have  been  tended  to.  This  is  likely  to  happen 
if  the  summer  is  cool  and  rather  moist.  We  know 
of  no  remedy  for  it,  although  it  is  a  good  practice  to 
pinch  off  the  end  of  the  branches  after  the  plants  be¬ 
gin  to  bloom,  so  that  no  more  than  two  or  three  fruits 
will  set.  It  is  best  to  shade  the  plants  when  young 
from  the  hot  sun.

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TURNIPS 

CULTURE 


The  value  of  Turnips  and  Ruta  Bagas  for  feeding  stock  in  fall  and 
winter  is  not  fully  appreciated,  as  they  are  much  liked  by  all  kinds  of 
stock,  and  serve  to  keep  them  in  good  condition.  They  should  not  be 
fed,  however,  in  large  quantities  to  milch  cows,  or  the  flavor  of  the 
milk  will  be  disagreeably  effected.  We  earnestly  recommend  that  farm¬ 
ers  increase  their  sowings  largely,  for  we  are  sure  that  the  crop  will 
prove  remunerative  for  stock  feeding  as  well  as  for  table  use  when 
the  roots  are  comparatively  small. 

Both  of  these  wholesome  vegetables  are  very  easily  affected  in  their 
form  and  flavor  by  soil,  climate,  and  mode  of  culture.  The  turnip  plant 
is  distinguished  from  the  ruta  baga  by  its  rougher  leaves,  the  roots 
usually  mature  earlier  and  is  smoother  and  more  symmetrical.  There 
are  a  great  many  varieties,  but  our  list  comprises  the  best  for  the 
garden  and  farm. 

For  early  use  sow  the  small  sort  as  soon  as  the  ground  can  be  work¬ 
ed  in  the  spring,  in  drills  fourteen  inches  apart,  the  ruta  baga  thirty 
inches.  As  the  seed  is  very  fine  it  should  be  covered  but  slightly. 
Select  light,  if  possible,  new  soil,  and  manure  with  ashes  or  phosphates. 
Should  the  young  plants  be  troubled  with  insects,  a  sprinkle  of  plaster 
will  be  found  beneficial.  Of  the  early  varieties,  thin  the  plants  to  six 
inches  apart,  and  the  ruta  bagas  to  one  foot.  For  fall  and  winter  the 
early  kinds  should  be  sown  from  middle  of  May  to  the  middle  of  June 
to  the  first  of  July,  using  one  and  one-half  pounds  to  the  acre. 

For  winter  keeping,  store  the  turnips  in  a  cool  cellar  and  cover  with  sand  or  turf  to  keep  them  fresh.  An¬ 
other  method  is  to  put  them  in  a  pit  dug  in  dry  soil  where  there  will  be  no  danger  of  water  standing  and  to 
cover  with  straw  overlaid  with  earth  sufficiently  deep  to  keep  out  frost.  When  they  are  thus  protected,  turnips 
will  keep  well  till  spring.

each  row.  Cover  with  one  or  two  inches  of  soil,  and  see 
that  the  ends  of  the  trenches  are  open  so  that  no  water 
can  stand  in  them.  After  the  plants  are  about  six  inches 
high,  fill  up  the  trench.  This  method  secures  deep  root¬ 
ing  (without  danger  of  losing  the  seed  from  deep  plant¬ 
ing).  which  is  essential  to  long,  continuous  blooming. 
The  plants  should  be  given  brush  or  string  to  support 
them.  They  commence  to  bloom  early,  and  if  the  flowers 
are  picked  or  as  soon  as  they  fade  will  continue  to 
bloom  all  season.  If  pods  are  allowed  to  form,  the 
plants  soon  stop  flowering.
